letters, I shall, perhaps, be able to give B >me Idea 
o f the state of ailhlrs here at the present moment. 
H ie first object of Don Carlos, after he bad 
m vlewod the frontier detachm ents and shown 
blm selfall throngh the north of N avarra, was to 
Jom the main body of his army, then in Las 
Amesooas. 
The Commander-tn-Cblcf, General Elio, 
cam e to m eet him a t Arljcun, leaving his troops 
■nder Dorregaray, whom it became then our object 
io Join. A description of tbe several days’ m arch to 
Becam berrl and the obaae which a strong republi­ 
can oolnmn from Pam pelnna gave us on th at 
ooeasioa have already been sent yon. Though tbe 
m stanoe betw een onr column and th a t of the 
•nom y waa never m ore than two honra’ march, and 
thoogh he had 6,000 m en with six cannons, against 
«■r 2,600 w ith two cannon, he never approached 
lively. 
On the 24th of July we reached 
de Oro, where D orregaray’s forces, some 
S,ioo strong, w ith two additional cannon, were 
•w atting OB, 
DRAWN UF IN ORDIB OF BATTLB, 
on the snrronndlng hills. It was then too late to 
attack 08, and the republican Commander-ia-Chlef, 
General Sanchez Bregua, had nothing left b at 
quietly to retire, which he did, ordering a general 
concentration of troops to be made at V ittorla, In 
the direction of which we had evidently to move. 
Knowing, however, how slow the republicans are 
In effecting all their m ovem ents General Elio did 
n o t seem to take m uch notice of the enem y's pro­ 
spective arrangem ents. 
We m arched as quietly 
llorward as if there were no enemy at all. enjoying 
enthusiastic receptions in every village and town 
•n d having solemn m ilitary m asses and n Deun* 
w henever a suitable occasion presented itself, as 
was the cose in Abezuzd, where a San Jago used to 
perform miracles, and in Los Arcos, where the her­ 
m itage of San Gregorio Is still carefully preserved. 
I t waA therefore, only ou the 29tb th at we reached 
th e neighborhood of Vittorla, leaving thus the 
enemy fully five days to effectuate Ills concentra­ 
tion. But no enemy was to be seen outside the walls

M ris and M iranda, stopped a train, took out of It 
eleven officers going to reinforce tbe garrison of 
Vlttona, had them sen t as prisoucrs to Las Amez- 
ooas and marched off to O rduña, the ancient 
Basque c it^ from which onr journey through Bis­ 
cay was to begin. 
If Don Carlos could have bad any donbts about bis 
popularity m the Basque provinces, bis Journey 
shrongh the rich province extending

would have finally dissipated them. The combined 
tsnuence of British loyalty and British snoblsm

But am idst this and slmUar showy m arches some 
more serious boatncss was also transacted. Briga­ 
dier General Velasco. holding the auperlor com- 
nmnd of the Carlist forces In Biscaya, m et ns at 
Orüuña, reported bis having began the siege at Bil­ 
bao with six battalions, and asked bis m aster to 
pass a review 01 the remalmng.your. 
It would be 
quite unfair not to m ention here the really excel­ 
lent state of the troops under bis orders. They 
arc pualMvely the best clothed, best drlUed, best 
armed and best disciplined Carlist troops I have seen 
yet. Tbe generals commanding In other provinces 
explain It by the tact th at Biscaya is a richer prov­ 
ince and that tbe CarlisU there had not yet seen 
much in tbe way of fatigue and fire. But, on the 
other band. It ought not to be forgotten th at whUe 
clothing and arm am ecU are a qnestlon of money, 
discipline and drill are not. and sure It Is th at 
within a few m onths of iu first organisation the 
CarUst army in Biscaya, nnm bering a t tbe p resen t 
m oment ten battaUons (abont8,000 m en), bad been 
brought to a much higher standard than any o th er 
portion of Don Carlos’ troops. Old soldiers of the 
Seven Years’ War say hero th at the N avarre bat­ 
talions contain the best flgbtlng elem ents. 
That 
may be, and every one will certainly soon have an 
opportunity to Judge of the respective qualiUes of 
these various corps. 
But at p ressn t it m ust be 
said that whUe the “ Blzoaluoa” look like well- 
di'Uled militia, dressed In bine and red cotton 
biooses and arm ed w ith first rate Springfield gnoA 
the Navarre battalions even now, when brigaded 
and led by Dorr Carlos himself, look still very much 
like a disorderly mass of arm ed ragamufflns, 
dressed as every one of them pleases and arm ed 
with anything that can be got. 
Velasco’s lorces present also another In terestin g 
feature. Of the ten battalions he has formed eight 
only are “BizoalnoA” while tbe two rem ainder are 
OastlllanA Now this la highly im portant. The tw o 
Castile battaUons will soon form the nnclens of a 
separate Castilian force and before snch a force baa 
been got up there can be little tbongbt of crossing 
the Ebro, for tbe provinces of Castile would not 
stand an Invasion of N avarra and Blscava m en 
only. They win rise only in so far as Carltsm shall 
be represented to them by their own m en, not by 
m en of other provinces. 
THE ENGLISH FBB88 
Is constantly urging upon Don Carlos to croks the 
Ebro If he desires to be regarded with proper 
deference by London leader w riters; and In this 
th at press shows an u tter ignorance of Spanish 
affairs and Spanish character. 
If Don Carlos 
enters Castile w ith three or four Castilian battal­ 
ions and Plenty of firearm s be can, w ithin a lew 
days, have qnlte an arm y there,w hich his NaVaiTA 
Biscaya and Onlpozeoa troops will simply reinforce 
w ith tried strength. But If he attem pts entering 
the provinces of Castile only with the troops he has 
now, be will appear as a conqueror entering by the 
help of strangers and will be rdoelved accordingly. 
By forming the two 
CASTILIAN BATALLION 
Velasco has built tbe first arch of the bridge by 
which Don Carlos can some day cross the Ebro. 
Bat if onr Journey throngh Biscaya presented 
many business like features, it had its comical side 
also. In tbe first place aU Europe was fancying, 
thanks to R euter’s telegram a, th at Don Carlos had 
m arched with the whole of his forces on Bilbao, 
WhUe he was simply m aking a show of his person. 
We never approached Bilbao n earer than ten or 
twelve miles, and none of tbe yonng P retender’s 
generals would have allowed him In th at way to 
throw both him self and the whole of his troops 
into a venture which, 11 nnsaccosatnl, would not 
have left any escape except the sea, since aU ths 
repnbllcan troopa were concentrated at V ittorla 
and oonld come to the rescue of Bilbao within 
som ething like twenty-four hours. Still the rum or 
was spread th at we were m arching on th at rich 
seaport, and General Sanchez Bregna moved with 
som ething like eleven thoasand m en and a great 
num ber

what the enem y’s Intentions were. 
In the m ean­ 
time the republicans learned th at we were m oving 
on them Just as we did of them , and the comical 
point was th at they did exactly w hat we did—th at 
is to say, turned off the BUbao-Vittorla road and 
marched to V argara and thence on San Sebastian, 
leaving us to do w hat we pleasjd. 
In this way the 
two armies 
presented the cartons spectacle of 
apparently m arching on each other and to rning 
their backs to each other as soon as It became 
evident th at they m ust m eet. The tru th was, how­ 
ever, that Sanchez Bregna, believing that we were 
going to take Bilbao, wanted to attack us from the 
rear or to get as a t a disadvantage while we were 
engaged In street fighting with :he Bilbao troops 
and milltla, but as soon as he learned th at we 
were m arching away irom Bilbao, he thought It 
safer not to expose himself to a fight In the 
mounUins. This 
BILBAO 
affair, of which a good deal had been already said, 
and still more is sure to be heard, requires a few 
woi-os or explanation. 
Bilbao, as it is well known, 
Is not a fortified place, b at Is one of the richest 
porta or Spain, and although not very republican 
in its tendencies. Is by no m eans as thoroughly 
Carlist as the re st of Biscaya. W hat the CarllsU 
w ant It for Is its money. All those m erchants who 
arc known to be opposed to Csrlism would have to 
pay hcaviljr, and if the tow n were taken It might 
also be made tiio seat sf some sort of central Car­ 
list government. But as a port It Is of no value ts 
them , for a copple of crnlsers conld always prevent 
any war supplies reaching Bilbao. 
In this respect 
the Carlists rely much more on the dally decreasing 
severity of the French cnstom House on the land 
frontier tnan on any seaport. 
Consequently tbe 
plan of Velasco Is not to hurry with the capture of 
this city and not to lose any considerable am ount 
of men In the operation. He simply blockades It. 
He bas already cnt off Its w ater supply so th a t the 
Bilbaínos are compelled to drink from the river 
Nervton, the w ater of which ts always strongly 
salted when the tide comes In and Is mnddy when 
it goes out, and has stopped provlalons entering 
the city from the ronntry. 
He Is sure the 
m erchants will get tired of all 'this, and wttl 
find some way tor aurrendering the place; In fact, 
some overtures in that sense had already been 
made to the Carlist General. 
To u k e the city by 
an assault would involve a great losa of men, a 
desperate resistance on the p art of the civil 
population and great dlfflcaltles In keeping the 
place subsequently. 
ResldeA the blockade Is m ost 
efficiently carried out, with only six battalions of 
ircshly recruited volunteers, and gives them a 
good opportnnlty for being drilled in actual ser­ 
vice. It has also a strategic im portance. It m ust 
ultim ately divide the republican forceA There are

Never in my life did I see. or even did I ever ex­ 
pect to see, anything so abomlnnbly bad. In the 
first place the to u l num ber of horsem en they pos­ 
sess (the staff oflloers, ol course, not included) does 
not exceed 300, and all of these are m en to whose 
ca ren o living anim al shoRld ever b a e n trn s u d . 
Their brntallty U som ething Incredible. AfUr U n 
and twelve hoars’ m ountain m arches they go on 
galloping about the country either in search of 
w aU r for the horses, or attll m ore often In search 
of some vegetables or ponltry for themselves. The 
poor anlm aU rem ain som etim es a whole day w ith­ 
out any food a t an, and heavy blows are the only 
rew ard they ever get from their m asu rs, when 
they become som ewhat tronbieaome either from 
hunger or from tbe perpetual attacks of the 
moscos, 
those 
merciless enem ies of SpanUh 
horses and m ules (a peculiar, big, flat Spanish fly), 
which render anim al life In the Pyrénéea during 
the m onths of Angnst and S ep u m b er perfectly nn- 
bearable. All sorU of efforu seem to have been 
m ade to improve the cavalry, b at they have 
tnrned ont im itless. The N avarra men do not 
seem m ore lit to take care of a horse and to m ount 
It properly than they are capable of dispensing 
w ith stinking oil, garlic and garbanzoA The com ­ 
m ander of thU cavalry, Seflor Ferula (a late law­ 
yer, by the way), got during these last six m onths 
over 1,000 horsoA and 
lost m ore than TOO of 
them. And It Is certainly not on the battle field 
th at he conld have lost them , for his m en charged 
only once during th a t tim e (at tbe batUe of Bronl, 
and an excellent charge It w as). The horses were 
lost through sheer Ill-treatm ent and w ant of food. 
This s u te of the cavalry causes g reat anxiety to 
the generalA Rs they knew th at beyond the Ebro 
little can be done w lthont good horsemen, and 
their only hope, as yet, eeems to be tbe prob­ 
ability th at some of. the republican cavalry regi­ 
m ents will pass over to the Oarllsts. 
I need n u t give here any deU il of onr retn rn Jonr- 
ney from BlscayAslnce we had no flgbAand m arched 
quietly through Villareal de AlavA the B aranca 
and along the high road of Pam pelnnA Within 
sight of th at city we tnrned a little to the n orth­ 
east, took, yesurday, possession of the fort of 
Burguete (from which the garrison ran away, leav­ 
ing 12,000 cartridges), and are now, as I Ule- 
graphed you already, abont to m arch tow ards the 
frontier of Aragon. 
The staff rum or Is th at Don 
Carlos, besides expecUng to drive the m ain forces 
of tbe enemy before him, and thus to ren d er the 
UsK of Velasco and Llssaraga m ore easy, luU nds 
trying w hether Aragon cannot be made to rise, 
and tbns the CarllsU of CaUlonla brought In 
dlrec', com m nnlcatlun with those of the Basque 
provinces. It is said, even, th at we shall, perhaps, 
m arch to CatalonlA But I give all this for w hat it 
is—a staff m m or. Nothing Is ever o eru in ly known 
here, and sceptical people say th at even Don 
Carlos hlm sell does n o t always know w hither Eiio 
will carry him. 
In my n ex t I shall try to give yon an idea of the 
su ff of Don OarloA the Indlvidnals who compose It 
and the leading ap lriu of the party.

pinioned to a stone wall, and was then beaten aud 
robbed of all his valuables. Officer Howard, while 
m aking an arrest, was violently kicked in the groin 
and injured In other respecto. A gentlem an came 
to the Central H eadquarters of the Police, this 
evening, and said that drankenness, obscenity and 
riot liau m arked the day tbronghont, and a t one 
time disorder ran so ram pant th at his wife, who

A class Interested 
mainly In the prosperity ol all parts of the country 
and, to some extent, indifferent to the poUtlcal 
pusstbllltleA Is best informed upon tbe m ercan­ 
tile prospecto of the movement, while In Its politi­ 
cal phase there may be the trickery and diplomacy 
which InevlUbly enter Into all movem ents of a 
purely poUtlcal character. Following o u t this IdeA 
the reporters of the H r k a l d have succeeded in 
obUlnlng the vIowa not only of well-posted m er­ 
chants and statisticians, bat also of the general 
frelfffat agents of the great railroad, canal and 
steam ship linea 


HKROBANTR ON ’CHANGA 
At the Exchange In Whitehall street recently a 
rep o rter mingled with the representatives of the 
more than 2,000 m erchants who form the New 
York Produce Exchange Association, and endeav­ 
ored to ascertain tbe ideas or the leading men 
upon the absorbing topics or farm ers’ com binations 
and transportation. Moat of tbe atten d an ts were 
in ten t on selUng or buying, and seemed to have 
devoted small thought to these topics, appearing 
to take it for granted that, as New York has now 
tbe lion’s share of the business of finding a m arket 
for the farm products of the W estern p roducen, 
the same conditions will continue, and her w harves 
and 
storehouses 
will still be the g reat food 
depot of the Continent, while her m arket will re­ 
m ain the regulator of tho value of crops, and the 
aonroc from which tbe farm er or planter m ost 
draw hla money in excbauge tor corn, wheat, cot­ 
ton, wool, m eats and other m erchantable prod- 
nctA They have the m anagem ent of an Immense 
trade In their bauds, and probably m any of them 
hardly trouble themselves about the source from 
which their staples come, tne m eans or routes by 
which they are brought to their stores or tbe oost 
of their transportation. 
When addressed on the 
subjects which are agitating the forming class 
tnroughout wide sections of the country several 
repUed th at they bod paid little attention to them, 
and were. If not Ignorant, a t least som ew hat indif­ 
ferent, thereupon. Others, of the more thoughtful, 
professed an interest In tbe m atter, and were 
glad th at the organs of public sentim ent are in­ 
structing their réaders upon the n atu re and ten­ 
dency of movem ents which are Ukely to have teri- 
ons effects npon al\ braaohes of trad e and indns- 
tey*

Among others, the re p rese n u tlv e of the H e r a l d 
was introduced to a prom inent shipper of grain for 
the British m arket. This gentlem an afflnned th at 
he had not studied tbe m atter of transportation 
in all its details. He had looked a t it only as a 
geographical problem, aud In th at view he consid­ 
ered mainly the three w ater routes—by the lakea 
the Cauadlan canals and tbe St. Lawrence, by tbe 
New York canals and by the Mississippi.

the Atlantic ship, or even, if preferred, to continue 
the voyage to Liverpool In the sam e ship which 
clears n-om Chicago. 
Rbfobtkr—Are not these advantages of the Ca­ 
nadian route overbalanced by Its closing daring 
winter r 
SnirPER—Certainly tb at la a drawback, but then 
the New York canals equally labor under th at diffl- 
cnlty. To overcome tiiat we should have a large 
stock in store here at tbe close of canal navigation 
to meet the w inter’s dem anda In my opinTun no 
railways can compete with watorways In transport 
of such heavy and cheap commodities as gram . 
Interest on tbe first cost of corn a t fifteen cento a 
bushel in Illinois would am ount to very little in

Kepokter—Is not the corn brought here In bet­ 
ter order by the cars than by boats » 
«H1PFRR—As to grain lor consum ption here that 
may be, but lor ocean shipm ent it la b etter to se­ 
lect grain which has arrived in good condition by 
boat. If it would uot spoil In the canal voyage it 
will be safe to expect It to cross the ocean unin- 
JureU; but if It is already heated one cau see and 
reject It. My notion Is th at lu the Item of cost of 
propulsion no railroad can ever compete with 
Water carriage for snch coarSe articles. A case of 
sUks or luces would require to be moved rapidly 
to avoid loss by accum ulation of Interest on the 
cost, hut not BO a cargo of wheat. When the Erie 
Csnal locks are all doubled and the bed completely 
enlarged the boats will bring 600 tons each, instead 
el '2Ü0 as at preseut. and the increase of carrying 
capacity will greatly reduce the cost of brlnglug 
the grain here.

The rep o rter called at No. 47 Exchange place, on 
Mr. David Bingham, nam ed as one of tbe largest 
pnrehasers of grain fur shipm ent to Europe. He 
found a sllghUy-built, pleasant-looking English­ 
m an, apparently on the sunny side of forty, with a 
high, broad forehead, irlnged by rath er scanty 
dark hair, and having a pair ol bright blue ejes, 
Which look as though they could take In at one 
glance the grain fields and m arkets of two cou- 
lln cn ia 
As the press m an sat by bis desk his 
subordinates were, from tim e to time, bringing 
him messages, whoso answ ers suggested thoughts 
ranging irom Ban FrancUco, CaL, and D ulith. on 
Lake Superior, to Odessa, on tne Black Sea, In 
S outheastern Russia, near the confines of Asia. He 
seemed as familiar w ith the various grains, tlictr 
m ethods and places of prodnction, tbelr qualities 
and values in Europe and America, and the routes 
and m eans by which they reach the several m arket 
eentres as a Third avenue car conductor is wltn 
the streets he crosses betw een the City Hall and 
Harlem bridge. With a smile and a courtesy which 
m arks him as one who m akes friends a t once with 
all be m eets he readily acceded to the request to 
give the public hU notions of the conditions and 
needs of transportation as affecting the commerce 
Of New York and tho agriculture of our N orthern 
C entral States. Being asked If there was a present 
deficiency of vessels to take European lYolghts he 
repUed in the negative. A lew days ago there was 
a large quantity of grain w aiting shipment, which 
sen t freights up.

twopence to two aud a larthiug per bushel, with 
abundance of ruom offering. 
KEronTEB—Would It have any effect in reducing 
prices of ocean freights If our citizens were 
alluwed to purohase aud Americanize ships built In 
other countries r 
Mr. BIN G H A M -None th at I can see. It would 
m erely change the flag, but make no difference in 
rates, which would still, as now, be controlled by 
tbe relative abundauoe or scarcity ol vessels and 
freights and the deinauil for the grain abroad. 
Rkfortbr—To what 
now mainly consigned 
Mr. B in g h a m - To Liverpool, to Prance, Holland, 
Belgium and Germany—all the w estern coas' of 
Europe. The grain from the Russian Baltic ports, 
instead of coming, as It usually dues, to the Brit­ 
ish islands and W estern Europe, Is uow stopped in 
the Meclitorranean to nisko up for the short crop of 
Franco, leaving to America to fill the m ere north­ 
ern and western demand. 
WHAT DOMINATES THE MARKET. 
R ep o rte r—Does the price 01 grain In the foreign 
m arket control Its v.\lue here r 
Mr. B in g h a m —Certainly; though not more than 
one-third of the Americau w heat crop Is shipped 
abroad, and a far less proportiou of our co rn ; yet 
the foreign value or that surplus makes the price 
in Now York, In Chicago and a t the form er’s door. 
Its value to him is what It will bring lu Liverpool 
after deducting all charges and expenses of tran s­ 
portation. Every cent added to the cost 01 traus- 
uortatlon decreases by ao much the retu rn the 
farm er gets lor his labor. 
PRESENT COST UK TRANSPORTATION. 
R e p o r t e r —Can you give me the present cost of 
bringing grain Irom tho West here? 
Mr. B i n g h a m - u r course the cost before reach­ 
ing Chicago or Milwaukee varies according to the 
distance. From these ports the rates are about 
•qual. Say to-day we pay on wheat—lake freight 
to Buffalo, 16 cents; chargss a t Chicago, 3>á; 
charges at Buffalo, lii, and canal freight, 12)i— 
m aking tS2^ cents, corn la biongtit for 
one 
cent less. 
The present 
value 
of w heat 
in 
Chicago is $1 16, aud corn 
40 cents, so It 
costs more than three-fourths of the value of corn 
atCliloago to send it here and about onc-ttfth of 
the value of wheat. By rail we pay some three 
cento p er bushel more. It m oves-m ore quickly, 
hut still is liable to vexatious delays, and the luts 
are likely to be divided. 
We never get a satisfac­ 
tory deUvery of grain freight by railroad. We can 
never make onr calculations ou it. By the canal, 
on the contrary, wo are apprised of Its atartln g at 
Bnlfolo, we hear Irem It again a t Montezuma, 
and once more a t Fultonvllle, and can kuow to 
tbe hour when It wlU reach here. This m om ent a 
boat load of 8,000 bushels ts reported to me as 
having arrived. In an boar I can have It dUcharg- 


baps hall or a third of them would come right 
through, while to surm ount some heavy grade the 
tram would be broken up and tbe sars would come 
along by driblets giving ns any am ount of anuuy- 
ance. 
VALUE OF THE CANAL. 
Besides the usefulness of the caual as the moat 
economical means of freight transit irom tbe lakes 
hither. It also acts as a regolator of the tran sit 
price. While It la upeu tbe railroads, to get freight, 
m ust keep down their rates. During tuat tim e the 
bulk of the grain Is brought forward. As soou as 
the canal closes the roads put up freight prices— 
som etimes to nearly double the canal rates. These 
Increased rates are generally higher than such 
cheap, heavy and bujky commodities as grain can 
sta n d ; so U accnmulates a t the Uke ports during 
the winter, while the shippers draw from tbe 
stocks in store at 
the 
Brooklyn warehouses. 
Through the irozen m onths tho railroads bring 
mostly other kinds of freight, and the gram watts 
lor the opening ot lake and canal navigation, so, 
in effect, though the canul freezes up In w inter, It 
practically brlnfs most of the grain. 
WIIMRE THE FARMERS ARE WRONGED. 
Mr. B in g h a m believed the grievance the W estern 
producers mostly complain of is m the work of the 
local roads, by which tneir cereal and other m arket­ 
able products are carried to Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Toledo or other Interior trade ceutres. Uver these 
routes there Is no canal rivalry to keep the price of 
trelghts down. The railroads combine and regu­ 
late their chargoB by their cupidity and the neces­ 
sities of the producers. If It were not lor the com­ 
petition for freights afforded by the Erie canal the 
New York .State roads could charge ull the year 
ruuud the heavy rates they now do in w inter. 
LOWER FKKIUHTB TO UTBKH FORT.*. 
KEPOBTER^Are there other seaports which offer 
cheaper Irelghte than New York to the farmers, 
who, It seems, are tbe people th at bear the burden? 
Mr. B in g h a m — New Orleans might, but to carry 
N orihern w heat or corn Into tne hot climate or 
the Gulf aud subject ft to tne delays Incident to 
th at voyage would be sure to spoil It. Ouly a New 
Orleans man would ever think of ranning such a 
risk. So the Mississippi does not eu ter Into tho 
calculation as a grain shipping route. Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore make spasmodic efforts to se­ 
cure this trade, but they are out oi tho way places 
and do not seem at all likely to m eet wltn any real 
aud perm anent success in the attem pt.

Rev. Dr. Deems preached yesterday m onrtng a t 
the Church of the Strangers, M ercer street, be­

He took his te x t from II. 
Philllpplans, v., fl. He said all w ant of faith In the 
Heavenly Father came ITom their intense selfish- 
ness. They had come to think of them selves first, 
no t last; they had come to seek for them selves 
first, n o t Iasi, whereas the reason for any man 
being anything was th a t he should push It ont 
upon somebody else. People only lived for tbcir 
own selfish interests. God was som etimes repre- 
ted as a God of egotism and selfishness. 
The 
Scriptures showed us that God never made any of 
His w orks tor Himself, but only for humanity 
and for Uls children. God did not fill Himself up, 
but He em ptied Himself out. Everywhere Jesus 
was set forth as their exam ple. They taught chil­ 
dren to respect their exam ple.

have made. Mr. Hamilton Is only twenty-five years 
of age, though he looks som ewhat older; w ears 
spectacles, is sparsely built and about the medium 
height.

By serving God alone salvation was attain ­ 
able ; to serve Mammon was to become a slave to 
the riches and trifles of the w o rld -w its joys. Its 
frivolities and Its pleasures. 
The Scripture warned against extravagance In 
raim ent, which m eant dress, and which was cal­ 
culated to wound the soul by the sin of pride. 
Simplicity was the aaiegoard of purity, ami even 
the words of Scripture told us that “not even 
Solomon, in all his glory, was arrayed equal to one 
little Illy of the field.” 
The teacher then turned bis discourse on 
THR SUBJECT OP RICHES. 
Ho showed, first, how the possession of them need 
not interfere with m an's salvation. They may, on 
the contrary, be made a means to that one grand 
eternal end If we would only possess them, as St. 
Paul tells us, 
"as though we had them n o t.” 
How m any grand works of charity can he per­ 
formed by the rich man f He need not fritter Ills 
wealth aw ay for his own personal happiness in ex ­ 
travagance and unnecessary luxuries If he only 
wishes to dispose of It in a manner which m ast be 
aiterw ards more profitable to him. 
He 
can 
ra u e 
up 
instltutlons 
of 
charity and 
piety 
and lea>mmg by his generous contributions. He 
can raise the poor and lowly and Impoverished 
from the dark and Inconsolaole sphere of llle in 
Which they are placed, and for so doing he may as­ 
sure himself of millions of beneficial prayers and 
bleastnga. But the rich man who uses not his 
w ealth thus lu accordance with the dictates of 
charity is both a slave to Mammon and a victim to 
pride. He may have been once bumble while the 
light of fortune had not yet shone upon him and 
wTule he was yet struggling for success. But, hav­ 
ing attained success, he begins to ifcel himself 
above 
THE LEVEL OF BIS FBUXfW MEN, 
and pride steals away tbe svnipathles of his heart 
to some m ore pleasing objects. 
He despises the 
poor, he treasures up his gold in coffers from their 
shivering limbs and pitiable e

scoi 
bas favored him. Prayer he iieileves Is only for tlie 
poor and wretched, tie prayed when he was poor, 
but, now th at he is rich, he believes he lias no more 
need of petitioning an om nipotent God for a por­ 
tion of rflB kingdom. Thus is 
THIS EIND OK RICH MEN 
lost. He (the preacher) did not believe for a mo­ 
m ent, however, that all men who possessed wealth 
w eie thus disposed. Ah I no. There are and have 
been men of wealth who have surrendered all they 
possessed and taken up their cross and lollowed 
Christ himself In their actions and tnelr deeds of 
charity. The very reverend gentlem an finally 
exhorted all "to seek first tne kingdom of God 
and his glory, and th at all things else would be 
added unto them .”

ORTHODOX EASTERN OHAFEL 
The F a ith and Doctrines of the Greek 
Chnroh—D octrinal Discourse by Kev. 
Father BJcrring. 
Tbe searcher after the little Greek chapel In 
Second avenoe need not m istake the place any 
longer, for over Its door stands the title given In 
this heading, surm ounted by a gilded cross. This 
fact, together w ith the previous announcem ent 
tb at F ather Bjerrlng would deliver a serm on 
on tne doctrines and beliefs of the Orthodox 
E astern Church, drew together a larger num ber 
of persons than usual. The choir exhibited more 
spirit and a better appreciation of their position 
and g reater devotion to their work than on p re­ 
vious occasions. It should be known by those who 
may wonder why this little chapel Is known as the 
"Orthodox Ekstern Chapel” th at the Greek Church, 
as distinguished from the LaUn, claims to be both 
orthodox and Eastern, while tbe latter in tbe for­ 
m er’s eyes Is unorthodox, or heretical and W estern. 
It u net, therefore, as some Ignorant ones have 
supposed, becase It la located here on the east side 
of the city th at It Is callea Kastern. 
THE DISCOURSE OP FATHER RFERRINO 
yesterday was based on I. John, v., 8—"If we re­ 
ceive the w itness ol m ea the witness of God Is 
g reater.”

but HIS great mission was to bring wandering 
sonls back to the Father, and this was the grand 
purpose th at He was now executing in the courts 
of heaven. He did this by dem onstrating God’s 
love to m an by incarnating blmself in fiesh, by a 
life of toil and suffering, by deeds of benevolence 
and m ercy, by the revelation he gave of God’s 
character, sublim ated and crowned by bis sacrtflce 
on Calvary, he gave to the world the most over­ 
whelming and Irresistible exhibition of divine love. 
Mo m atter now hostile or careless a m an m ight

of Nature. When the spiritual vision had been 
opened, as the soul looked out npon Oo<l in His 
beautifnl world, he saw Him tn every ray of light, 
heard His voice In the music of the natural world, 
and He became a real being In conscious fellowship 
and love. If there ever was a land the beanty of 
whose terrestrial and solar construction could 
reveal -the infinite It was Greece, and yet It was In 
Athens that an 
altar 
was 
erccied 
to the 
"unknow n God;” and If ever there was an 
Intellect of 
sufficient keenness of 
vision to 
FIERCE THE CLOUD 
and grasp the Invisible, It was the Grecian. If 
Grecian culture could not find God He never would 
bo found by it in any future period of tbe world’s 
history, and If the philosophy of Socrates, Plato 
and Aristotle failed to find (>od, the subsequent re­ 
searches of Intellectual men to do so would be 
equally abortive. 'The preacher, tn the further elu­ 
cidation of his text, showed the value of Christ's 
Intercession lor the world ho had redeemed. He 
(the speaker) did not know the natnre of the 
¡saviour’s intercession in its Godward relation; 
but tn its m anward relation It m eant th at the 
work which Christ began on earth He had ascended 
to heaven to complete, and that His spirit was con­ 
stantly Interceding with men to Induce them to 
accept the provisions of His gospel. In conclusion. 
Dr. Chapman dilated with fervor upon the ex ten t 
of the "utterm ost salvation” which Christ had pro­ 
vided, which included every man In the wide uni­ 
verse. The blood of Jesus cleansed from all sin, 
and the gospel contemplated the glorious perfec­ 
tion of m an’s soul, spirit and body forever in a 
world of light aud beauty and soug.

We called attention recently to a manifeeta 
tion of the spirit of CsBsarism, as shown in the 
paucity of our statesmen, the absence of high 
caiiacity and character in pnblio life, the con- 
trast seen between public life and other sta­ 
tions, the activity, the geniu, the growth in 
literature, business, art and industry, while 
those in authority are meagre ancT narrow­ 
minded, and at times corrupt and unworthy. 
Wo selected Mr. Oolfax as the illustration of 
the age—its ripest fruit—and, in contrasting 
the treatment of Burr by Washington with the 
treatment of Colfax by Ghrant, we showed how 
the age of simplicity and homely virtues had 
been succeeded by the age of mediocrity and 
false pretence. The inference which came irre­ 
sistibly with this discnssiou was that Gsesar- 
ism, which we hold to be the chiefost danger 
to the Republic, was marching in manifest 
and uncbaUenged triumph and was to be seen 
in these painful phenomena. 
Since General Grant came into public life 
we have treated him with universal respect 
and kindness. Wo favored his nomination to 
the Presidency, his renomination and his re- 
election. 
When the enemies of his adminis­ 
tration assailed him in tbe Senate on the 
French arms question we defended him with 
all our power—and not without effect, let us 
add—for if Mr. Sumner bad succeeded In that 
assault General Grant would not now be 
President We like General Grant We like 
him personally—his character and his achieve­ 
ments. 
We would hold his name spotless, os 
a name which, whether stained or white, 
must live on and on in our history. 
Nor did 
we give heed to the scandals about him, bis 
horses, his relatives, his wines, for these are 
the miasmas of the political atmosphere that 
burden it with offence and disease. Nor did we 
expect 
from 
him 
infallibility

When we speak 
of the growth of Cffisaiism in America we do 
not attribute it to Grant 
In fact we see no 
man in the party who is loss to blame than 
Grant With this view, let us consider the 
personal relations of the President to this 
most important and absorbing question, and 
let us show how it has swept him and his ad­ 
ministration into what would seem to bo an 
irredeemable position. 
Remember all the time the history of Gen­ 
eral Grant Before the war life had many 
weary, anxious hours for him. He failed in 
all of his undertakings. Superior to his sur­ 
roundings, conscious of higher qualities and 
aims, under bondage to fortune, as Lord 
Bacon would say, by an early marriage and 
a 
family 
of children—his 
life 
bitter, 
narrow and very dark indeed, and no outlook 
but years of labor that wanted love and effort 
without opportunity. 
But the hour came. 
From the depths, in one short year he was on 
the summit The struggling clerk in a Galena 
tannery was the first citizen of the Republic, 
among the foremost men in the world, his 
name written with those the world would not 
willingly let die. 
In this ascent—which 
might have turned even a Ctesar to giddiness 
and ruin—Grant showed a beauty and man­ 
liness of character that are not surpassed in 
our history. His modesty, his genuine sim­ 
plicity, his utter absence of art and pretence, 
his disdain for the noise and splendor of his 
new station, his magnanimity to Sherman, his 
generosity to Sheridan, his spirited and 
soldierly protection of Lee when it was pro­ 
posed to try him for treason, his surpass­ 
ing good sense and patience, his sincerity and 
the good fame of his domestic life, his equa­ 
nimity under adversity and prosperity, his 
affection for his military family, his devotion' 
to his friends and to all who served him -all 
combined to make him one of the most win­ 
ning, as he was the most celebrated, character 
in our history. And we said to the world, 
sec what manner of man the Republic sum­ 
mons to the leadership of her armies and the 
chief magistracy of her States ! 
We know of 
few things more touching and manly than the 
letter writteu by Grant to his father when he 
begun to rise in the wor. 
All he wanted to do 
was to win the country’s battles, see peace 
and go home again. Nor is there any letter ot 
the kind in our knowledge of history that 
breathes a nobler spirit than bis letter to 
Sherman after his promotion to be Lieutenant 
General Reading these letters one might bo 
excused for recalling the men of whom 
Plutarch wrote, and feeling that we bad not 
forever lost citizens like Phocion and Aris­ 
tides. 
Great as Grant was and is, he is not superior 
to his time. The time has tainted him as it 
tainted others. 
Grant has shown himself 
thus for unable to check tbe tide of Csesarism, 
which rises higher and higher. One of the 
most extraisrdinary achievements of the in­ 
genióos and daring Gcrome is a picture of 
Cffisar in the Coliseum looking on at the 
gladiatws. The spectators’ seats are filled 
with much that is Ixiautiful and gaudy and 
attractive in the Empire. 
A stuarily Dacian 
stands in the areua over his defeatcdopponent, 
who lies panting and bleeding. 
It is for the 
multitude to say whether the barbarian 
gladiator should die 
for the 
multitude 
unless Ctesar should gi'*e him life. Men and 
women are on their feat making the signal 
of death, while Ctesar, careless ef life or 
death—the 
robes 
on 
his 
shoulders, on 
his 
brow 
the 
laurel crown—eats frrtn 
a <lish of flgs. 
The purple 
has 
only 
brought this Caasar indiffarouce, indolence and 
sloth. He want* his comfort, let the arena do 
what it pleiujes. So we fancy the administra­ 
tion of Grant to be now. We see in the sup­ 
porters of hi* administration the love of 
wisdtb and office, a deadening of the mood 
wmse, yearning for money and display, an 
absence of those simple, high virtues whk’h 
were so charraifag in the valiant soldier vrbo 
commanded our armica. 
The eye does not 
repose on one man who may be called an ex­ 
ception. In the Cabinet what do we see? 
Ordiniury gentlemen, whose minds, distilled 
to their residuum, would not yield an ounce of 
the genius of Jeffeeson or Quincy Adams. 
With one exception they were never heard of 
before General Grant called them to his coun­ 
cil, and, without exception, will scarcely be 
beard of agam—a Cabinet without fertility or 
expieesioo, and which sinks lower and lower 
in the estoem of the country. 
The love of money pervades all. 
We see in 
our Ihshionable journals that among those 
w ho ow n cottagee at the seaside are the two 
youagannyoi&cerawboserved Ora&t aa hia 


private secretaries. A cottage at theaeaside 
ooets a great amount of money. Theae young 
men were only offloera on limited pay. Of 
coarse we do them the justice to believe that 
they made their money in an honorable, legiti­ 
mate way, by sldlfhl pursuits of business. It 
is not necessary for our argument to take from 
the gutters any stigma of corruption. But is 
it not a painful evidence of tbe deadening of 
the moral 
sense when officers in the 
army, on duty with the President, can earn 
money in business? There are stations in 
life where it is almost impossible to draw the 
line between business pursuits 
that are 
honorable and those that are dishonorable. 
This is why the divine would not deal la 
stocks or a lawyer interest himself m specula­ 
tions to which his clients were not friendly, 
why army officers do not speculate in supplies 
and arms. It may be a hardship to accept 
this self-denial, but a man who becomes a 
soldier, a clergyman or even a lawyer must 
make up his mind that life has for him higher 
things than gold. Therefore, without saying 
that one dollar was ever obtained by these 
young officers except in honest business call­ 
ings, we are pained to find the Presidential 
mansion an office for business pursuits. It is 
one of those positions where wo are afraid it 
is impossible to draw the line between honest 
and dishonest acquirement of money. So Mr. 
Lincoln believed. If his secretaries had been 
disposed to transact business in an honorable 
and legitimate manner they might have built 
palaces on the seashore and lived in gilded 
saloons. But a different view prevailed, and 
one of Mr. Lincoln’s secretaries now holds a 
modest place on the staff of the Supreme 
Court, while the other earns his bread as a 
writer for a New York journal. 
At the risk of being accused of discussing 
small and indifferent aflkirs we allude to this, 
bocause it is a pregnant indication of tbe low­ 
ness of tone which pervades the administra­ 
tion of the honest, valiant and high-minded 
Grant Is it possible that our Ceesar is con­ 
tent with his figs, caring nothing for the 
arena? We fear, we fear; and yet the proud, 
mounting hopes with which we welcomed 
Grant to his office and sustained him there 
cannot be abandoned as dreams. Are they 
dreams, shadows only, gone and never to re­ 
turn ? Or, if not why is it that beginning at 
the White House, we find the stream of repub­ 
lican patronage and power even muddier and 
more repulsive than the source ? At home we 
have an attempt at civil service which ends 
with election day and is destroyed to enable 
Mr. Conkling to transfer a noisy but gallant 
officer to the Surveyorship of the port 
Louisiana is brought to the brink of civil wax 
rather than offend a gentleman whose claim to 
recognition is his connection with the Presi- 
dont’s family. Senators and envoys extraor­ 
dinary establish mining companies and sell 
their shares under the cover of our flag to 
English widows and clergymen. Our com­ 
mission to Vienna would be a disgrace to 
Tammany Hall. Mr. Bingham is sent from 
the bur of that public opinion which con­ 
demned him as a party to fraud upon the 
country to represent America in Japan, while 
Mr. Colfax carries into private life a certificate 
from the President that it is not inconsistent 
with his views of probity to admit that he was 
paid money as a Congressman by a public 
contractor for government supplies. 
This, to our mind, is the most painful 
phase Ceesarism has assumed; for, if we are 
compelled to abandon Grant, what remains? 
And what must we think of these indications 
of pnblio apathy and the deadening of the 
moral sense when we see them in the \Vhite 
House and in every branch of the public 
service? What can we think when we see 
CiBsar caring more for his figs than for the 
circumstances around him ? 
Can we marvel 
that there is so strong a sentiment for his re- 
election—a sentiment that comes from that 
controlling human motive, the solf-interest of 
those in power? When office brings wealth; 
when fortunes enough for seaside display are 
amassed at the very side of the President; 
^hen men may take the bribes of railway cor- 
tractors and receive 
honors from Grant, 
amid the universal condemnation of the peo­ 
ple, what answer can wo make ? We have no 
answer; nothing but a hope, which is faint 
and lingering, that Csesar may weary of his 
figs and show himself worthy of the love and 
esteem which America gave him as she gave 
no other man in her history since Washington.

The recent college regatta was fraught with 
suggestions which other places than Spring­ 
field may well enough heed; for it must occur 
to any town in Eastern New York or Southern 
New England which has near it a broad 
stretch of lake or river that that reach of 
water can be made the means not only of a 
capital advertisement, but of bringing, among 
other good things, an income, within less than 
forty-eight hoars, of some twenty thousand 
dollars or more—an “item” which evenaweU- 
grown city need not lightly overlook. 
This 
year especiaUy presents such an opportunity, 
for the manifest unfairness of the course 
recently rowed on the Connecticut—an un­ 
fairness which has impressed itself on more 
than one other university besides Cornell— 
renders it simply imperative that they who 
have in charge the selection of the course for 
next year’s meeting settle upon some other 
water. If the choice be made this fall advan­ 
tage can be taken of the winter’s ice in staking 
off and getting ready the course, while 
proper committees can be appointed and 
trained to look to each detail of what is 
rapidly becoming an event of national inter­ 
est, thus avoiding the shameful bungling so 
fresh in the public mind. The arrangements 
for this contest could in many ways be made 
on a far more liberal scale than heretofore, 
and the recipients of the income named would 
quickly lend their aid. Why should not every 
rower and boat and oar be taken to and fro 
entirely without charge? And, indeed, it 
might be no mistake to reduce the rates for 
the spectators as well To be sure, one large 
item of expense has been well done away 
with—namely, that of the professional trainer. 
But boats and boat houses alone tell visibly on 
the exchequer of most students, and many of 
the late contestants, for instance, wonld grate­ 
fully appreciate the saving thus suggested. 
Then, again, in finding for each party suit­ 
able quarters, protection for their boats, 
proper rafts and many other conveniences 
which quickly suggest themselves to any row­ 
ing man, competent committees might do 
much, and do it for better than the students— 
strangers to the neighborhood—to make it 
easy for the latter to come back again. 
Already one town, with commendable enter- 
priM, has gone vigorously to work; and 
although its rowing course has before this 
proved an excellent one, when the chosen 
professional oarsmen of 
two 
continents 
selected it for their sharpest contest, still its 
citizens ore determined not to lose the present 
opportunity, if they can help it On Thurs­ 
day and Friday next on Saratoga Lake., there 
are to be races for the various sorts of out­ 
rigger boats, open to all who come fairly under 
the title amateur oarsmen as recently defined. 
Beautiful and very costly prizes have been for 
some time past on exhibition at Tiffany’s; the 
entries are now closed, and from the number 
and quality of them there should, with favor­ 
able weather and proper management besóme 
good racing. 
New York and Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Michigan, Ohio, the District 
of Columbia and the Dominion of Canada 
are all to be represented, and in one of the 
races, the single scull, there are expected to 
start no less than fourteen boats, while seven 
four-oared outriggers will probably back up to 
the line together. 
A delegation from the projectors of these 
races waited on the Regatta Committee, it will 
bo remembered, at Springfield, detailing the 
numerous advantages of Saratoga Lake, and 
eager to learn how they might prevail on the 
students to come there next summer. We are 
not aware what encouragement was held out 
in return, but the meeting of next week is 
evidently meant to set out anew the good 
points of their course in their most favorable 
light 
But while they have accomplished so much, 
they must not expect a result nearly so 
brilliant now as the college races would make. 
In the first place, the contestants, although 
so numerous, and many of them coming so 
for, have not been watched and described by 
the press to one-tenth part of the extent 
that the men who represented those eleven 
scats of learning were. 
This is owing, per­ 
haps, to the greater amount of interesting 
news now crowding out what would have 
proved welcome enough in the dearth existing 
then. 
But it is due mainly to the fact that 
every year makes more plain—namely, that 
there is but one rowing race in thus country 
each year about which the public generally 
care, and that is tbe college race. Perhaps no 
better interests are represented in it than will 
be at Saratoga next week, hut it stands for a 
larger constituency, and falls at a time of 
the year when its constituents can and do come 
almost in a body. And this brings us to the 
chief point of our remarks, fox suppose, as 
we trust will be the foct, that no loul occurs to 
mar the pleasures of the coming struggles; 
that no diagonal line bars the swiftest rowers 
from their prize; that the referee has de­ 
cent 
facilities 
for 
his 
arduous 
task, 
and has daylight enough to distinguish 
the order in which all fourteen scullers, for in­ 
stance, come in; that their uniform is varied 
enough to render each easily distinguishable— 
in short, suppose these races prove a complete 
success, and accomplish thoir main object— 
namely, the bringing that constituency of 
students there next year—wUl it, on the whole, 
effect a desirable result? We think it ex­ 
tremely doubtful And for one simple reason. 
The students average in age between seven­ 
teen and twenty-five. Whatever other vices 
they may be well up in, many of them, for 
more proportionally than when two, instead 
ol eleven, crow* competed, have never been 
thrown where they could easily be allured into 
gambling. To bring them at their age, with 
a more or lass 
bountiful^ supply of cash 
in thoir pockets, right up to 
the door 
of our greatest and most attractive gambling 
house, and that with enough of reckless ones 
sprinkled among them to shame the weaker 
out of their hesitation, is to invite them to a 
step almost as hazardous as that of the father 
who prevails on his son to take his first cup

no squeamish notions about this matter; but 
we appeal to the honest oonviotions of the 
stndents whose coming is songht—men who 
are taught to do their own thinking—whether 
this risk had better not be avoided ? And the 
way we would suggest for its avoidance is to 
simply remove i t Whether any power existe 
or can t>e created sufficiently efficacious to 
draw the teeth of the “tiger” during the week 
of the college raoes we know not But unless 
there is such power, and unless it is applied, 
it would be better, for better, that the annual 
college gathering never be at Saratoga.

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There must be something very infections in 
the new grasping after personality in govern­ 
ment which is the ominous sign of tbe times. 
It may be mere imitativeness that causes the 
leaser to follow the lead of the greater, or it 
may be merely that the greater has first 
divined whither the currents of the age are 
tending, and the lessor disouvers later that he 
can profit by the currents also. 
Thus the 
example of the Emperor Napoleon L might be 
said to have produced the Emperor Faustin L 
of Hayti, as well as Napoleon IIL of France. 
On the other hand, the impartial historian will 
urge that citizen Loute Napoleon Bonaparte 
and citizen Sonlonque, each fell in with the 
tendency of republics to be vanquished by 
glitter and imperial purple. What matters it 
that Napoleon ruled the mighty destinies of 
Franco, and Soulouque peddled out his duke­ 
doms in Hayti? They were both representa­ 
tive emperors of the age of opéra boujre, and 
the French negro had at least the precedence 
in time over the Frenchman, for he mounted 
the throne three years before Napoleon, and 
was kicked out eleven years ahead. By plac­ 
ing these two Emperors on a common footing 
we will be thanked by the critical world for a 
new illustration of Csesarism in modern times. 
That Napoleon HI, cuts a larger figure in his­ 
tory than his colored brother is altogether 
due to the foct that France is 
bigger 
every way than 
Hayti, 
and 
not, 
as 
some 
might suppose, because of Napo­ 
leon’s superior 
genius. 
It could hardly 
be imagined that we should have in our 
mind’s eye an American parallel to the big 
Napoleon and the little Soulouque. But such 
is the lamentable fact As we have hitherto 
at some length given our reasons for the state­ 
ment that President Grant was, to all intents, 
a personal ruler, we need not go over the 
ground again. He, for the nonce, we shall 
call our I^apoleon, and we propose to show 
how our respected and venerable Knicker­ 
bocker Mayor is Gotham’s Soulouque. We 
fancy that we see the frown on his massive 
brow darkening down over his nose and shad­ 
owing his clean-shaven chin as His Honor 
comes across this “odorous compmrteon.” But 
we cannot help it He is a stited^ old Knick­ 
erbocker, phlegmatic and strong-headed, and 
he will, probably, lose sight of the sable em­ 
peror in remembering that President Grant 
cannot be accused of gush or vacillatioD. 
The qualities that tell at the head of the 
Union should not foil at the head of its Em­ 
pire City, and so our venerable Knicker­ 
bocker Mayor fell an easy prey to his phlegm 
and his strong-headedness before he was a 
month in office. 
We all know that President 
Grant felt sufficiently grateful at the com­ 
mencement of his first term to bestow a 
number of important national offices on his 
personal friends, whom we need not particu­ 
larize now; and whether it was imitativeness 
or a ooincideuee of idiosyncrasies, we find 
that our bold Knickerbocker Mayor proceeded 
to do likewise once ho bad it in his power. 
Wo may note also another fact, which is not 
intended for any reflection on the friends of 
great men—namely, that in both cases the 
appointees were stamped with the sign manual 
of mediocrity. The services which President 
Grant recompensed were of a recent date, 
while those which the Mayor rewarded go 
back 80 for in the century that it does not 
thence seem very for to the time when old 
Gouvemaur Stuyvesant mused and munched 
under his pear tree after the Dutch had recap­ 
tured New Amsterdam. There is a constancy 
to friendship in all this which should move 
the sympathetic to tears, no matter how the 
public service may suffor. There are simple- 
minded people, who, thus touched to tbe 
heart, will believe that the city could afford to 
lose the genius of General McClellan from onr 
Dock Commission because it gave this grate­ 
ful old Mayor of ours a chance to place one 
of his ancients in a becoming position. 
This is only one from many instances. He 
loves the antique and serves it, and in this

sulted, and no bones broken in return. It is 
odd, therefore, that Mayor Havemeyer should 
have managed to estrange republicans from him 
in his short career, and probably in tbe sama 
way that the Ssnators were forced away from 
President Grant As it happened the Presi­ 
dent could spare Sumner and Sohur* and tha 
rest, though they cost him St Domingo; but it 
is doubtful whether their ability to cramp him 
permanently would have changed the determi­ 
nation to squeeze them through the rails of 
the party tenoe. So our worthy Mayor, we 
have no doubt, will bate neither jot nor tittla 
in his ten-barrelled demand upon the Alder­ 
men to surrender at disoretion. 
We cannot 
follow him into the small details of his fights 
and his appointmsnte, but phlegm, strong- 
headedness and gratitude pervade them all 
These are the main choracteristios, however, 
of the typical personal power of the day. In 
the microcosm of New York we can better 
trace how these qualities are calculated to suc­ 
ceed than on the wider stage of the nation. 
If Soulouque found hia Dukes de Marmalade 
and De Lemonade and his monopolies only 
hurried him out of Hayti in tbe end, perhaps 
phlegm, strong-headedness, gratefnlness and 
mediocrity of following may end no better for 
our worthy Knickerbocker Mayor. It would 
bo premature to prophesy how Mr. Havemeyer 
will close his political career, and, a fortiori, 
it would be folly to speak of the future fortune 
reserved for our respected President whom tha 
Mayor happens in many points to resemble. 
It suggests the query, Is this class of man the 
result of all our reiorming?

That flutter is in the amusement air which 
presages a musical and dramatic storm. Tha 
final engagements have been made by man­ 
agers, the last contracts have been signed, the 
ultimate proposals have been made and ac­ 
ceded to or rejected, as the case may be, the 
advertisementa have been printed, the placards 
are ubiquitous, the libretti are publishing, and 
through the early September lull steal the stir 
and rustle of a long-expected emotion. Let us 
try to believe that the impresarii who appeal 
to us have been unwontedly industrious dur­ 
ing the summer of which the golden howl has 
just been broken. To pique public taste and 
then to satisfy it are not such easy feats as may 
at first appear. Each of the gentlemen who 
during the ponding season intend offering a 
strong attraction has had experience which 
should qualify him tor the task. It is not for 
us to compare the relative risks and predict tri­ 
umph for this one or failure for that. All that 
we are concerned with is whether the attrao* 
tion in each cose is as strong as the claims 
put forward by the manager represent it to be. 
In one or two instances the decision imposes 
no burden; in the remainder it is not so easy. 
It requires little disoemment, for example, 
to foretell that an artist who was greatly and 
deservedly popular here a season or two agcv 
and who has had every opportunity since of 
perfecting her method and deepening her 
culture, will resume her old sway the moment 
she steps before an audience not one of whom, 
forgets her. This is Mme. Nilsson’s preroga­ 
tive. We all remember the charm of her first 
season among ns, the enchantment of her 
second. Her concert season in the United 
States was but a stay to public appetite, bid­ 
ding it content itself awhile until the fall 
operatic repast was spread. We all remember 
what were those fascinations which secured 
her an exceptional rank os a lyric artist—the 
purity which lifted a rñle like Violetta beyond 
its voluptuous level, and preserved to one 
like Miguon the artlessness and intensity 
native to its temperament It was natural to 
expect that the vicissitudes of years, by en­ 
riching the experience of the artist, wonld 
provide her with more valuable material foi 
those sub-creative processes which an original 
individualization may be said to employ. It 
was inevitable that those who admired het 
intelligently should look forward to the time 
when the creative powers of her genius should 
have acquired stronger impulses and exercise 
themselves upon a wider variety of themes. 
That time has now arrived. 
The more pas> 
sionato experiences of a matnrer womanhood, 
when used to serve a well-defined artistic 
purpose, never fail to give additional strength 
and decision to the vague virginal touch. The 
outlines of the artist’s impersonations are at 
once more delicate, more distinct, less capabl® 
of being mistaken; the inspiration takes 
exactor shape, flowing into a more perfect 
mould, and the deej)er personal experiences 
of the woman lend a richer and subtler poetio 
color to a gradually widening ciscle of ideals. 
Work commensurate with these expecta­ 
tions is what the public has a right to ask of 
Mme. Nilsson; and if a corresponding ad­ 
vance is offered by M. Capoul, and if Signor 
Campanini justifies the reputation which two 
seasons in London have conferred upon him, 
the season of the Messrs. Strokosch at the 
Academy of Music can scarcely foil to rank 
among the most memorable in America. The 
hour has not yet arrived for establishing any 
comparison between the engagements secured 
for the Academy and those made for the 
Grand Opera Honse. Of the nature and extent 
of Mme. Lucca’s accomplishments the pub­ 
lic has too recently had an opportunity of 
jmlging for more than a remark to be ncoea- 
sary on that head. Probably there will be as 
much interest in going to hoar a singer who, 
like Signor Tamberlik, is nearing the end of 
his career, os one who, like Lucca, has only 
lately crossed the bright, precarious threshold. 
We do not know that any who ore familiar 
with Tamberlik’8 present capability as on 
artist btíliüvs that they have any cause to re­ 
gret the lateness of his visit, other than that it 
is pleasant to have enjoyed genius in the flower 
of its youth, and to have accompanied it in its 
progress toward mellowness.

■men in channels that are not right, cause the 
•dissensions in the Church and in the world. 
Dr. Deems also held up Christ for his 
people’s imitation, and the Bible as the perfect, 
flawless mirror of the spirit of Christ, who, 
l>eing in the form of God, took upon himself 
also the form of a servant. 
The form in the 
«piritnal world was that of God; the form 
upon this earth was that of man. 
Man-God— 
•God-Man; this was Jesus, who loved not His 
life, even unto death, that He might save a 
ruined race; and the standard in the world 
to come will be the measure of our love to 
Ohrist, and not the value of our worldly pos- 
aessions or titles or honors. 
The Bev. Mr. Hamilton. Into of Belfast, Ire­ 
land, who was installed over the Scotch Pres­ 
byterian Church in Fourteenth street, yester­ 
day, also held up Christ as the soul’s great 
object of worship and adoration and imitation. 
His ministry among them, he said, should be 
of Christ and Him crucified, always.

Many a heart was made glad on Wednesday laat, 
and many a poor widow who had anxiously aw aited 
the coming of the 4tn of Septem ber has been able 
since to supply her little ones with a “square 
m eal.” O a that flay the third quarterly paym ent 
of pensions to soldiers and sailors of the iiitc war, 
and their widows, was begun by Pension Agent 
Stiaa B. Dutcher, in tbe basement oi the custom 
House. 
At this paym ent the biennial medical exam ina­ 
tion In made by three experienced aiirgcons, who 
constitute the New York Board. They are lu a t­ 
tendance from eight A. M. to lonr P. M. each day 
during the month, personally, to exam ine each 
male applicant as to the coutluuance oi liis dis­ 
ability. 
r.very pensioner whose certificate does 
not in express term s exem pt him therefrom, or 
whose disability is not of a perm anent character, 
such as loss of arm , leg, A c, is subject to being 
exam ined, .said exam ination, however, does not 
apply to ssldiers of 1812, as these are "survivors,” 
and not classed os “invalids.” 
11 the surgeons, in their pliy.slcal Investigation of 
the pensioner, discover any recovery from the 
wounds, or th at the degree Is less m an th at for 
which he was originally rated, his pension is re­ 
duced and paym ent made accordingly. This, how­ 
ever, does not prevent him from making applica­ 
tion for an increase whenever, In-the judgm ent of 
m e surgeons, his disability Is increased. 
The utm ost care has to be exercised by the su r­ 
geons Id their exumlnatlon.s, lor If a m istake Is 
m ade in this certificate and paym ent granted 
thereon they cannot recall it to reciliy the error, 
and the soldier Is (>nt to the trouble und expense of 
renewing his appllcatiuu. Drs. T. Franklin Smith, 
J, F. Ferguson und M. K. Hogan compose the 
Medical Board at this office. 
Under the law the 
Coiumlssiuner ot Pensions has authority to appoint 
additional surgeons during the period of biennial 
examlnatlon.s if m e exlgeucies of the service d e­ 
mand It. Among the pensioners whom Mr. Dutcher 
pays are Governor John A. Dlx, the venerable 
Thurlow Wceil, General William if. Morris, Daniel 
Drew, the niUlionaire; Louis Lounsbery, born 1801, 
and others. The am ount these “vets” ol 1812 re­ 
ceive Is at the rate of $8 per month. 
Polly Buck­ 
ingham, the widow of a Revolutionary soldier, died 
since tiie last paym ent of pensions, at mu ad­ 
vanced age of ninety-slx years. She was n ex t to 
the oldest pensioner on the New York list. Tbe 
oldest pensioner is Dolly M ve, who comes at every 
payment to the office for her stipend, and, under 
the weight of ninety-eight years, looks remarkably 
well preserved. 
Thus far about $100,000 has been paid out. Th e 
medical exam ination progresses slowly, and In 
consequence Mr. Dutcher, with bis additional help, 
can easily pay all who apply with their am ended 
certificates. 
The present paym ent will probably contlnne for 
two weeks.

The Four American Forgers Who Trifled 
with the Bank of Englani 


The Last Day at the Central 
Criminal Court. 


Bfgging for Merry TV’ithout Effrcl and the 
Hard Featnres of “Exact Jnitice.” 


HONOR AMONO 
THIEVES. 


The Iiondon Joarnals or Angast 27, devote im- 
■leime epace to the final proceedlngs against the 
Dana of England forgers who have been nndergolng 
trial before Mr. Justice Archibald at the Central 
Criminal court. The HBRaLD in a lull report by 
cable, has already given the substance of the.so 
proceedings and has recorded the sentence to penal 
aervitnde lor life passed by the Court on the four 
American criminals. 
The case, however, merits 
tarther notice, because of the extraordinary In­ 
terest it has excited on both sides of the Atlantic. 
The London papers have almost, without exception, 
long editorial articles recapitulating the career of 
ingenuity and audacity led by these men. 
[From the London Dally News, August 27.] 
THE LAST DAY OF THE TRIAL. 
After the evidence was closed, Mr. Oirrard pro­ 
ceeded to sum up the case lor the prosecution, and 
he said ne probably should not have occupied the 
time of the jury In so doing but for some witnesses 
that had been introduced into the case, with regard 
to whom be thought a lew observations might be 
made. Ho then explained that the charge against 
the prisoners was that they had all combined to­ 
gether to commit this gigantic fraud, and it was 
clear that In such a fraud dtderent parts m ust lie 
taken by the dilTerent parties; but U they were all 
-assisting in carrying ont one common object, they 
were all equally guiTtr. It he conld understand one 
portion ol the defence, it aniouuted to a complaint 
that the Bank of England had not taken proper pre- 
cantions, and nad not made proper inquiries; bat 
It was all very well to be wise after the 
event, and the actual state of things at the time 
was very im portant to be considered. He then 
remlnaed them that such a portentous scheme of 
lorgery had probably never before been projected 
in any country, and that in the first instance good 
bills drawn upon the first houses in the kingdom, 
and amounting to £»,ooo, were presented, and 
were duly paid, and this In Itself was calculated to 
disarm suspicion. The bills were also carefully 
exam ined, and they were sent lor discount under 
fluch clrcnmstanccB as not to excite the least 
Buspiclon. The learned counsel next referred with 
«orne minuteness to the various facts that had 
been proved in evidence, and said he did 
not know whether any point would be made 
by 
the 
counsel 
for 
the 
prisoners 
of 
the fact that Austin 
Bidwell 
was 
not 
in this country when a great number of his cheeks 
were presented at the Continental Bonk; bnt in 
point of lact, although he was out of the country, 
he snbkiltted tiiat u was clear that he was toe 
pnnclpai mover in the m atter, and that he left be­ 
hind him checks signed in blank, in order that Ida 
partners in the crime might have an opportunity 
of withdrawing the proceeds of the forgeries from 
the Continental Bank. The learned counsel then 
bnefly called the attention of the Jury to all the 
other material lacts in tne case, and conclnaed by 
expressing an opinion that, upon the evidence tde 
jury had belore them, only one reasonable conclu- 
olon could be arrived at, which was that the whole 
Ol the nnsoners were guilty oi tne gigantic scheme 
of fraud and lorgery that was imputed to them by 
the prosecution, 
THE COCTfSEL ABANDON THEIB CLIENTS. 
Mr. Metcalie then said that be felt that it wonid 
be perfectly useless, alter the evidence that had 
been given, lor him to address the Jury on behalf 
of the prisoner Macdoniiell. That prisoner, how­ 
ever, was desirous of odarcsslng hlmsell a few ob­ 
servations to the Court. 
Mr. Uesley said he proposed that a similar course 
should be adopted with regard to the prisoner 
Oeorgc Bidwell, 
MACDONNELL ADDRESSED THE JCRY, 
and he said that what he had to state was so sup­ 
ported by the evlderce that It would be well 
worthy ol consideration. So far as he was con­ 
cerned, personally, he adml ;ed that this evidence 
was conclusive, but lie was anxious to rescue one 
of hlB fellow prisoners from b. ing convicted of an 
otrence of which he was Innocent. He was aware 
that ne was catting the ground from under bis 
own teet, but he was desirous to screen one of his 
companions. 
Ur. Justice Archibald said be conld only peí 
•üm to address the jury on his own behaltirmll 
could nut permit him to address toe Jury on behalf 
of another prisoner. 
Mr. Macdonnell then said the prosecution seemed 
to be desirous to make out that they had all come 
to this country for the express purpose of carrying 
out this Iraud. He asserted that they bad bo such 
intention. Mr. Green told them that the opening 
o f the account w as a complete accident. They had 
been travelling about anu Intended to go to Sau 
Francisco. They Intended to do “certain business'’ 
a t Vienna, but were prevented by his becoming 
very ill, and he snbsequeutly purchased In Amster- 
<iaui a bill upon London, anil ho hud another bill 
ftom Vienna «rawn upon London, and he bad 
means of seeing how business of this kiud was done, 
and noticed that it was very diiTerent to the 
American method, and he telegraphed to a 
person abroad to state that he had made a great 
alucovery. in America when a bill was intended 
to be dieoonnted it was always sent to tne accepter 
to be initialled. Here he found it was different, 
and the result was that he was standing betore 
them that day. He in the first place telegraphed 
to George Uiu well, and told him to purchase the 
foreign bills that had been spoken of, and this was 
the real commencement of the fraud. He then 
went on to say that Anstm Bidwell, alter he had 
m et with the accident on the railway, was advlsea 
to go abroad, and he left England In January, and 
was entirely Ignorant of wliat occurred alterwai d. 
Ue then weut on to say that the evidence of Mr. 
Cbabot, that the endorsements on some of the 
lorged bills were written by Austin BidweiL was 
.mot correct, and no one, he said, knew 
this better than 
be did, 
lur be wrote 
them himself. 
He then -went on to as- 
•ert that Austin Bidwell, at the time he went 
•way irom England, knew nothing ot the Intended 
irand, and he leuunUed the jury that when he leit 
It was clear iroiu the evidence that all the arraage- 
m eats were In confusion. He declared that it was 
«olcly owing to the facility with which the first lot 
ol biUs was discounted that they were encouraged 
to continue their proceedings. He urged upon the 
Jury to consider that It was of no Interest lo him 
to make this sialem ent, ami he was only desirous 
that an Innocent man rbould not suffer tor a crimo 
thut had been committed by others, aud he a.sked 
them to ren.ember that noue of the lorged bills 
were presented until after Austin Bidwell had lelt 
England. He then commented upon the other 
facts or the case, and, while admitting his own 
puilt, asserted tti.it he was desirou.s to muko all 
the reparatlou in his power, and he hoped it would 
Lave the effect he tiud in view of liiducmg them to 
re.icve Austin HidweU Irom the position in which 
tie was pluccd. 
The prisoner sat down, but rose up directly, and

As to his being a stranger, 
11 was quite clear that this could not be true, be­ 
cause It a as proved that he was telegraphed to by 
the prisoner, Austin Bidwell, in August, and again 
in December a peremptory order was sent to him 
to come to England by the next Wednesday’s 
steamer, and it was evident that he did start In 
a great hurry, because he brought no luggage 
with him, ami nothing at all except a small 
valise. 
It also appeared that Austin Bidwell 
had engaged a room for him at the hotel, 
and had told the landlady that he expected a 
friend, and when Uearrived he was introduced by 
the name of Brooks. He then called the attention 
of the jury to what took place at the dinner on the 
Christmas Day, when, according to the evidenee of 
Ellen Vernon, all the prisoners were on the most 
friendly aud Intimate terras, and It was lor the Jnry 
to consider how this state of things was consistent 
witn the snggestion that Noyes was a stranger to 
the other prisoners. The learned judge iheu called 
the atteniion of the Jury to the other material 
points in the evidence, and concluded by leaving 
the case in their hands. 
THE VBBDIOT. 
The Jury retired at a quarter-past seven o’clock to 
deliberate. They returned Into court in about 
twcuty minutes, and found all the prisoners 
^’rhe prlsoners were then formally asked whether 
they had anything to say why Judgment should 
not be passed upon them. 
The prisoner (Austin Bidwell) asked whether he 
conld not have his sentence postponed, tn order 
that he might lay before the Court some Incidents 
of his past life. He could, however, only speak of 
time wasted and of opportnnitiea thrown away, 
and this he supposed would not avail him, and 


making the only reparation In his power to 
geutlemnn. Colonel Francis, and to express his 
sorrow at the wrong he had done him. wnen his 
resentm ent had passed away he hoped that Colonel 
Francis wonid believe that he sincerely repented 
ol what he nad done. 
Macdonnell next addressed the Court, and said 
that, so lar as he was concerned, be had nothing to 
say with respect to the verdict, but he wished to 
say a few words in reterence to the prisoner. Hills. 
Mr. Justice Archibald told him he could not bo 
permutad to do that. 
Macdonnell went on to state that all he wished to 
say was that Hills knew nothing whatever of the 
forgery, and all that be was told was that It was 
their Intention to Introduce some shares of depre­ 
ciated American mines on tne Stock Exchange. 
OBOROE BIDWELL 
then addressed the Court, and he commenced by 
complaining that all his own property had been 
taken away from him, and he was without a shil­ 
ling. Ue Inquired whether Bis Lordship could not 
make an order that some portion cl this property 
should be returned to him t 
Mr. Justice Archibald said he had no power to 
enter into this qnestion. 
BEOGINO FOB MERCY. 
George Bidwell then said tnat, so far as he was 
concerned, he did not ask lor merc.v, but he did 
ask for mercy lor his brother. He whs twelve years 
nger than himself, and be might never have 
- ..a In the position he now was but lor him. He 
had Just married a young wife. He was young, and 
he entreated the Court to have mercy upon him 
and give lilm another chance. 
The prisoner Noyes then briefly addressed his 
lordship, and he said he would not deny that he 
knew his fellow prl.soners when he came to Lon­ 
don, bnt he declared that he never knew that 
lorgerles 
of

going on until he waa taken into cus­ 
tody. 
He admitted 
that ho knew that 
“something 
wrong”

but 
he thought it related to the placing of shares in 


the forgeries, and prayed his lordship to consider 
wnether there xvere nut some mitigating circum- 
Blances in his case. He concluded by saying that 
it was God-llke to show mcicy, and he entreated 
his lordslilp to exercise it towards him. 
THE SENTENCE. 
Mr. Justice Archibald then addressed the 
prisoners, and said that although they wore only 
charged in the indictment upon which they bad 
been couvlctea with forging one bill of exchange, 
the evidence that it was necessary for the prose­ 
cution to bring forward in support ot this 
charge made it quite clear that they had 
all 
been 
engaged 
in 
a 
scheme 
of 
frand which, peraaps, lor it 
aniiacity of 
conception, ks magnitude, and the skill with 
which it was carried out, was completely un­ 
paralleled. He could not see any mitigating clr- 
cumstauces In the case of any one of them. They 
were nor pressed by want, but bad the command 
of a considerable sum of money, and tbev were 
not persons who might, perhaps, have been Ig­ 
norant Ol the terrible consequences In a com­ 
mercial community like this that were likely to be 
occasioned bv such acts as those of which they 
had been guilty. Their crime was aggravated by 
the fact that they were men possessed ol educa­ 
tion, who could speak several langnages, and who 
must have been well aware of the nature and 
effect of wiiat they were doing, and the 
serious shock that was likely to be given to 
commercial credit by the course they were 
pursuing. Those who acted in such a manner 
must expect, when they were reached by the arm 
of the law, to receive a terrible retribution at ita 
hands. 8o fur as they were concernea, he could 
not see any distinction In their cases, and If he 
could have conceived any case of forgery worse 
than theirs he would have considered whether he 
might have been justlfled in relralnlng trom going 
to the lull extent of the law In me present instance. 
He was unable to conceive a worse case, and ne 
therefore fell it to be his duty to order each of them 
to be kept in penal servitude lor llie, and he also 
made an order that each oi them should pay one- 
fourth ol the expenses of the prosecution. 
The prisoners, who exhibited a most dejected 
and downcast appearance, were then removed.

The exact amount of exchange sold by the 
British government to the bankers entrusted 
With the payment of the Geneva award waa 
$8,191,«9.68, and the amount of government se­ 
curities purchased and transferred on gold cer­ 
tificates was $7,308,660.42, making the total of 
$15,600.000. The object in calling in the 20,ooo,ooo 
five twenties on June fl, was to anticipate the 
three m onths’ notice required by law lor reUring 
bonds bearing six per cent, so that the Geneva 
award conld be promply Invested when the 
sum was paid Into the Treasury Instead of giving 
notice tnree months from the date of payment. 
Secretory Richardson was certain the payment 
would be promptly made, and the call of June 9 be­ 
longs solely to the Treasury Departm ent and has 
nothing to do with the business of the Syndicate. 
Of the flve-tweniies, interest on wnich ceased yes­ 
terday, four millions were registered bonds held 
entirely in this country, principally by national 
banks anu insnraucc companies, and of the remain­ 
der (sixteen ml’lions of conpon bonds) one-hali at 
least were held in the United States. 
The agents 
of tne British government would, had it been pos­ 
sible, have paid the full amonut ol the award in 
the bonds of the United States, and every 
effort was made to secure the called bonds. Ger­ 
many was searched, and yet of the June call only 
two mllllona could be found In that country. The 
object of the call was not however to help the parties 
engaged in making the necessary transfer of gold 
indebtedness to this conntry, but to save the 
government a loss of interest on the award when 
paid in. Many plans were proposed by tbe Syndi­ 
cate by which the business was to be consummated, 
and the simple plan of the Secretary of the 
'freasury was the only one whlSh met the approval 
of those consulted. 
He made the call of 
bonds large enough to cover the full amount, 
and said to the bankers, “here are called 
bonds worth their face value In gold. Get them 
wherever you can find them, lor they will be paid 
on the 6tb of September, and tbe gold certificates 
will be obligations on the part of this government 
to pay whenever presented.” 
The result has been satisfactory to all concerned, 
and while no advantage whatever was given the 
bankers, our government reaps a double benefit. 
The calling out of the m arket $20,000,000 of flve- 
twentles has already been followed by subscrip­ 
tions to nearly that amount of the newiflve per cent 
bonds, which, with the live per cents in which the 
award is to be Invested, and the $66,000,000 already 
subscribed by the syndicate, will now make a total of 
$300,000,000 five per cent bonds bearing interest, 
and leave but $200,000,000 of this part of the new 
lunded loan to be placed. 
T lie W o rk o f th e A m e rle a n a n d S p a n ish 
C laim s C o m m issio n . 
Tbe American and Spanish Commission has, 
thus far, disposed of about ten of the claims before 
it. The number pending is 118, some ol which 
have been filed since May last. Several are now 
before tbe umpire for hfs decision. It Is said at the 
office of the Commission that tbe business would 
have been closed eighteen months ago but for the 
difficulty of obtaining Information outside of the 
limits of Havana. If the existing rules with regard 
to the filing of printed memorials and exhibits, in 
both English and Spanish, shall not be complied 
with before the 1st of November, the cases to which 
they relate win be dismissed. 
T h e A e slg n a tio ia o f G o v e rn o r C ooke. 
Tbe resignation of Governor Henry D. Cooke Is 
in abeyance, and will be accepted in a short time. 
Mr. Cooke leaves here the latter part of this week 
for New York, whence he will sail on the lüth lor 
Europe to Join his family in Switzerland, at Berne. 
From that place he will, It is saiU, send the neces­ 
sary document to the President, and tne ofllce will 
be tendered to A. R. snepUerd, the present Vice 
President of tne Board of Public Works, though 
the announcement will not be promulgated for at 
least six weeks. In this connection it is also 
stated that Mr. Cooke will remain abroad two 
years, una will, alter his travelling season, be at- 
tachgd to the London firm, exchanging places In 
the banking nouse with Mr. McCulloch, who is ex­ 
pected here tbe latter part of this month. 
T h e V e x a tio n s D elay In th e D eliv ery 
o f th e M ew T o rk 'M a lls . 
The contlnned irregularity of the New York mail 
for W ashington Is becoming intolerable. Inquiry 
at the Post Office Departm ent shows tnat the de­ 
tention is entirely north of Baltimore, and that the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, Instead of being at 
fault, is tbe only company—barring unavoidable 
detentions by accident—that has promptly fnlUUed 
its part ol the contract. It is stated by the Post 
Office officials that frequently the mail has been 
brought from Baltimore to this city by special 
engine, when dehvered behind time to the 
Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
Company, 
and 
is 
never on their 
road over sixty minutes. 
It is also said, in defence of tbe postal 
arrangem ents, that these delays were very seldom 
known until the Pennsylvania Central Railroad, 
Which controls and owns the route from Philadel­ 
phia to New York, and the Baltimore and Potomac 
Railroad from Baltimore to W ashington, ten days 
ago begun Its proscriptive action against tbe 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company. 
The oh- 
Ject, it IB said, is undoubtedly to compel the Post­ 
m aster General to annul the contract with the 
BalUmore and Ohio Company and give It to the 
Baltimore and Potomac, or else make the public 
endure the detention of the postal car north of 
Baltimore. Since the order forbidding the cars of 
the Baltimore and Ohio road to proceed north 
beyond Gray's ferry, near Philadelphia, there has 
hardly been a mail from Washington that has not 
been five or six hours bcliiud. 
The greatest 
privation to the pnblic Is the absence of news­ 
papers, and as tbe sale of the Hkkald in Washing­ 
ton is larger than all the other dally papers put 
together, the rights aud interests of the pubdc will 
be Ignored while this proscription is continued. 
Night after night the nctvs stands have been bar­ 
ren of the New York dailies, aud to the repeated 
inquiries. “Have you the llEKALDt” the answer 
has been, “ flie Herald didn’t come to-nlglit.” 
How long this Is to continnc depends upon the 
Pennsylvania Central Railroad, yvhich, througn Its 
represen tatlves, preached anti-monopoly lo Con­ 
gress until It secured iranchises of inestimable 
value to the Baltimore and Potomac road, 
and now is the first to embarrass 
the 
government in forwarding 
the malls be­ 
tween New York and Washington. The people 
should not he made to suffer on account of rivalry 
and oontcntion between railroad companies. 
C o n tra ct* for H eadstone* for tk c Wa- 
tio n a l C em etcrief. 
Bids were opened at the (Juarternuster-OeneraUs 
office yesterday to furnish head.slonus fur the Na­ 
tional Military cemeteries. There were quite a 
large number of bids received, nearly all of them 
accompanied by sample.s of stone proposed to be 
lurnlshed. ItlscsM m atcd that ‘2.M.U88 stones will 
be required, 147,6«4 for the known and 106,304 for 
tne unknown dead. Congress, at the last session, 
approprlatcil one million dollars to pay therefor, 
and the contract will be divided among several of 
the bidders, the elements of durability, decency 
and cheapness being con-sidercd in selecting the 
stones. The .Secretary 01 War will examine all the 
bids and award the contracts in a few days.
